The promoters of the fight last night 
changed their tactics. 
The police have 
been awaiting an opportunity to put a 
quietus on them, but the best of plans 
foil. 


The first movement was to place the 
prize ring two miles from the city, and 
consequently out of police jurisdiction. 
Accordingly an empty ice house, owned 
by Moran, on the east bank of the St. 
Joe river, was selected. 


Shortly before 9 o'clock Colonel Sho- 
ber called the assembly to order. And 
what a scene. 
About the ropes stood 
some of the "best citizens." 
A mill- 
ionaire held a time watch, and there 
were dry goods merdiants, grain deal- 
ers, commission men, manufacturers, 
lawyers, railroad officers, brewers, in- 
surance men, hotel men—men from the 
various walks of life. 


This composed the favored seventy- 
five who paid $2 to secure admission. 
On the outside were 100 men and boys 
who walked out to see the fight and did 
so. They climed onto the roof, peeled 
the shingles off and peeped in through 
every available aperture. 
Small boys 
got into the high windows and clung to 
the rafters life monkeys to the perches 
in a cage. 
This was the situation when 
time was called before 9 o'clock. 


As the headlines indicate 
Jimmy 
Doyle, a Fort Wayne boy, und John 
Herdic, alias theDuluth "Kid,"stripped 
foT the fray. Their weights did not vary 
five pounds and the "affair" gave 
promise of rare fun. 


The men sparred cautiously, with 
Doyle forcing the battle. 
Thus ran the 
first, second, third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth rounds. 
They were awful tame 
and the crowd was impatient. 


In the seventh round Doyle led out 
with his right, but hit short and Herdic 
landed his right on Jimmy's left optic, 
giving it a rich morocco color. 


"That's a beaut," remarked aa ab- 
breviating individual and the fervor of 
the moment was heightened by a smaU 
boy falling from the rafters. 


The eighth, ninth, tenth, eleventh, 
twelfth and thirteenth 
rounds were 
simply buffs and not a blow was ex- 
changed, the men 
contenting them- 
selves with a lively dance about the en- 
closure. 


Time wore hard on the temi)er of the 
crowd and evidently on the boxers for 
the fourteenth round was a dandy. 
Doyle was terribly punished and "had 
the worst of the fight, as he retired 
bruised and bleeding to his corner. 


He came up smiling for the 
fifteenth 
round and landed his right hand over 
Herdic's left eye, cutting a gash from 
which the claret trinkled in peaceful 
volumes. 
This was voted a fair round 
and Doyle stock went up. 


The men were warmed for the six- 
teenth round and went at each other 
viciously, giving and taking blows, with 
Doyle enjoying an advantage. 


Herdic was driven to the ropes and 
severely punished and with every sec- 
ond Doyle improved, having found what 
he ne<>ded all along—a little sand. 


Herdic sent in some hard body blows, 
but he could not phase Doyle and when 
Referee Oliver called time the Irish lad 
went to his comer prancing. 


Herdic was groggy (a professional ex- 
pression for weakness) and complained 
that both his thumbs were dislocated. 
He growled and grumbled and had his 
seconds pulling at the disjointed mem- 
bers. 


When time was called, he said: "Give 
the fight to Doyle," and tossed off his 
two ounce gloves. 


The verdict was that he was whipped 
and no match for the Fort Wayue boy. 


There were the customary number of 
challenges at the conclusion of the 
match, but nothing will come of them, 
since State's Attorney Robinson serves 
public notice that he will send the sher- 
iff out to interfere with prize fights in 
the future. 


Mr. Doyle announces that this is his 
last appearance in the ring, and a purse 
was made up to send Herdic out of 
town. 


This ends the prize fighting in this 
locality, and, it is to be hoped, for all 
time. 


These matters, of course, come in as 
news, but they are brutal, degrading 
and demoralizing, for they cultivate a 
vicious spirit and wreck many a young 
man.

HON. JOHN BRIGHT. 


The DIatincnialied Bnffllali !<»t 
man Diea at 8:3« 0*ciork i bia 
raomlny.

Bright died at 8:30 o'olock this morn- 
ing. 
The members of his f:tniily were 
at his bedside as he passe«! a\v:i v The 
queen and the prince ftnil }»iiuM'ss of 
Wales have sent messages of sympathy 
to the family. 


SKETCH OP ni8 LltTi. 


John Bright was lK>ru in Liiniiushire 
on November 16, 1811. 
He <;;ime from 
a family of Quakers, his father, 
Jacob' 
Bright having set up a han<l loom in 
1802, thus laying the fouiidiitiou for 
the 
great cotton 
spinning industry 
which 
the sous 
develo})e(l. 
When 
fifteen years old he entered his fathers 
business but was alwuys interested in 
public affairs and frequently sjjoke at 
temperance meetings. 


In 1843 he was elected to parliament, 
and remained in that body almost con- 
tinuously, and from Deceiubei-, 1868, to 
December, 1870, was president of the 
board of trade ill the (iladbtoiie minis- 
try. 
He was prominent in the anti-corn 
law league, opposed the waix with Rus- 
sia (1854) aud China (1867), auil favored 
the reduction of the military establish- 
ment, the extension of the franchise, and 
the disestaWishment of the Irisli church. 
During the American civil war he was 
conspicuous for his friendliness to the 
United States. He w as the leader of the 
liberal pai-ty in England till about 1871, 
when ill-health forbade his taking any 
longer a prominent part 
in public 
affairs. In 1873-4 he was chancellor of 
the duchy of Lancaster. 


For the last thirty years his magnifi- 
cent oratory has been the pride of the 
world, and he has been regarded as one 
of the most distinguished statesmen of 
the age. 


.Tolin Dilgnt was married in Novem- 
ber, 1839, to Elizabeth Priestman, the 
eldest daughter of Jonathan Priestman, 
of Newcastle. 
His wife died in 1841, 
and 
was married again in 1849 to 
Margaret £. Leatham, daughter of a 
banker of Wakeiield. 
There have been 
four sons and three daughters from this 
man-iage.
